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FOREWORD 


This report is the 34th in a series to present public-school statistical data for the 50 
states, the District of Columbia, and the U.S. outlying areas. The text presents national data 
for the past decade and defines the basic series of statistics. Data by state and region shown 
in the basic tables on pages 24-34 are revised estimates for 1974-75 and the preliminary 
estimates for 1975-76. Statistics for the outlying areas are shown separately on page 23, and 
are not included in the national totals. 

These estimates are consistent in definition with the accounting procedures recom- 
mended by the U.S. Office of Education unless otherwise noted. The 1974-75 and 1975-76 
statistical data are estimates and should not be used after the final reports of state and 
national data are published by the National Center for Education Statistics. 

The tremendous impact of the economic recession and inflation on school revenues 
and expenditures added unusual complexities to this year’s projections. 

This is a cooperative project involving NEA Research, state departments of education, 
state education associations, and U.S. outlying areas. Preliminary estimates of NEA Re- 
search are submitted to the cooperating agencies for verification or revision. State figures 
which are not verified are marked as NEA Research estimates and are included in the 
national totals.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Each state has a state department of education, headed by a chief state school officer, that exercises 
general control over public elementary and secondary schools. Many states, particularly those with large 
numbers of small school districts, have intermediate administrative units operating between the state and 
the local levels. These intermediate units render consultative, advisory, and statistical services, and perform 
regulatory and inspectional functions. Some operate specialized schools for vocational education, special 
education, and the like. The local school district is the basic administrative unit for the operation of 
elementary and secondary schools or for contracting for school services. The governing body of the district 
is the school board. The chief administrative officer is the superintendent of schools. 


Basic Administrative Units 


Local school districts in the United States vary greatly in organization, size, and characteristics. They 
may be independent governmental units or agencies of a state, county, municipality, township, or a group 
of school district governments. The responsibility for providing education through grade 12 rests solely 
with school districts which are independent governmental units in 30 states. All public schools in Alaska, 


A school district may operate a school system for all or for some of its children, or may pay other 
school districts for these seivices. These basic local units range from one-school rural systems to large 
metropolitan systems serving many thousands. 

The recorded number of basic administrative units has steadily declined from 127,531 in 1931-32 to 
16,490 in 1975-76. This continuous decline is primarily reflective of school district consolidation and 
reorganization. Despite this continuous trend, there are still four states (California, Illinois, Nebraska, and 
Texas) with over 1,000 districts. The 1975-76 total represents an 87.1 percent decrease from the 1931-32 
figure, a 38.9 percent decrease in the 10-year period since 1965-66, and a 0.8 percent decrease from the 
preceding year. | gino

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Of the 16,490 basic administrative units estimated for 1975-76, 16,182, or 98.1 percent, are operating 
school districts, and 308 do not operate any school facility, but transfer their pupils to other districts on a 
tuition basis. The comparison below by regional distribution of operating school districts and pupil enroll- 
ments in the fall of 1975 gives some indication of the variation in sizes of school districts.

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Average daily attendance was 92.0 percent of the fall enrollment in 1974-75, and 92.1 percent in 
1975-76 (Tables 3 and 4, column 5). 

Column 6 of Tables 3 and 4 shows that average daily attendance was 93.2 percent of average daily 
membership in 1974-75 and 1975-76 for the 50 states and the District of Columbia. The difference 
between 100 percent and the percents shown in this column is an indication of average daily absence. 


High-School Graduates 

An estimated 2,864,613 high-school pupils will graduate in 1975-76. This is an increase of 0.8 percent 
over the estimated number of graduates in 1974-75 and 23.1 percent higher than in 1965-66. The figures 
below show the 10-year trend by combining the figures of the U. S. Office of Education and NEA Research 
estimates (starred):

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INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF 


The instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, guidance and 
psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. In these estimates the series on the total instruc- 
tional staff is more reliable than the series on the staff components because of the differences among states 
in the classifications of positions within the ‘nstructional staff and shifts in these classifications over the 


years. 


Total Instructional Staff 
The total instructional staff in 1975-76 is estimated at 2,464,685. This is an increase of 0.5 percent

Since 1965-66 the instructional staff has increased 30.8 percent, an average rate of 2.8 percent a year. 
Since the fall of 1971, the U.S. Office of Education has tabulated data for instructional staff in terms of 
full-time plus the estimated full-time equivalent of part-time (FTE). The trend in the total instructional

The elementary-school classroom teachers totaled 1,171,695 in 1975-76, a gain of 0.1 percent over the 
revised estimate of 1,170,654 for 1974-75. The elementary-school classroom teaching staff has increased 
20.3 percent since 1965-66. 

By 1975-76 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 1,009,769, a gain of 0.9 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,001,099 for 1974-75. Over the years since 1965-66 the number of 
secondary-school teachers has increased 37.0 percent. 

For 1975-76 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 2,181,464, a gain of 0.4 percent 
over the revised estimate of 2,171,753 for 1974-75. Since 1965-66 the total classroom teaching staff has 
increased 27.5 percent.

Instructional Staff Salaries 


The estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1975-76 is $13,005 (Table 7). The 
revised estimate for 1974-75 is $12,115 (Table 7). The gain of $890 represents an increase of 7.3 percent. 

These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff- classroom teachers, principals, super- 
visors, and other instructional personnel. In the computation of the national average, each state average is 
weighted by the number of instructional staff members in the state.

The average annual salary of the instructional staff has steadily increased from 1965-66 to 1975-76 at 
an annual rate of 6.5 percent. The average salary per member of the instructional staff in 1975-76 is 
estimated at $13,005, an increase of $6,070, or 87.5 percent, over the average salary of $6,935 in 1965-66. 
In terms of the constant 1967-68 dollar, the average salary advanced from $7,198 in 1965-66 to $7,949 in 
1975-76. (The Consumer Price Index for the 1965-66 school year equaled 96.2 and stood at 163.6 for 
September 1975.) Insofar as the CPI is an accurate measure of the increases in the cost of living, the real 
gain in the purchasing power of average salaries amounted to 10.4 percent in the 10 years since 1965-66. 


Classroom Teachers’ Salaries 


For 1974-75 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to $11,650, or 96.2 
percent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The revised average annual salary of elemen- 
tary-school teachers in 1974-75 was $11,297, and of secondary-school teachers, $1 1,956. 

For 1975-76 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $12,524, or 96.3 percent of the 
figure for the entire instructional staff, a gain of 7.5 percent over 1974-75. The estimated average salary of 
elementary-school teachers is $12,130; and of secondary-school teachers, $12,844. 

The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school teachers; 
however, over the past years the difference has decreased. In 1965-66 the average annual salary of 
elementary-school teachers was 92.9 percent of the corresponding figure for secondary-school teachers. By 
1975-76 the average salary of elementary-school teachers increased to 94.4 percent of the salary estimated 
for secondary-school teachers. The decrease in the difference may be the result of several factors: increased 
preparation of elementary-school teachers, improved status of the position of elementary-school teachers, 
and retired higher salaried teachers replaced by beginning teachers. 

The average salaries paid classroom teachers from 1965-66 to 1975-76 are shown in the figures given 
below for elementary- and secondary-school teachers and all classroom teachers. Estimates of classroom 
teacher salaries are based on data compiled by NEA Research.

All receipts which become available during the school year are reported; receipts which are used for 
payment of principal and interest on long-term debt and nonrevenue receipts which are used largely for 
capital outlay expenditures are included. The figures on expenditures, however, include capital outlay but 
not payments on principal. Chiefly for this reason, the total receipts will generally be in excess of the total 


expenditures. 


Revenue Receipts 

This series includes revenue receipts available for expenditures for current expenses (including non-day 
school programs operated by the public schools), capital outlay, and debt service for public schools. 
Included as revenue receipts are all appropriations from general funds of federal, state, county, and local 
governments, receipts from taxes levied for school purposes, income from permanent school funds and 
endowments, income from leases of school lands, and miscellaneous sources in the form of interest on bank 
deposits, tuition, gifts, etc. 

For 1975-76, revenue receipts are estimated at $67,235,865,000, an increase of 7.2 percent over the 
revised estimated of $62,743,881,000 for 1974-75. Estimates of federal revenues present special problems: 
It is difficult for some states to estimate the imputed value of surplus commodities distributed for school 
food programs. In addition, the flow of federal revenues to the schools is not as predictable as funding from 
state and local governments. Many states had not made final allotments to school systems from the states’ 
share of federal revenue sharing by the close of the 1975 calendar year. 

From 1965-66 through 1975-76, school revenue receipts increased 165.2 percent at an average annual 
rate of 10.6 percent for the decade. Below are shown the revenue receipts since 1965-66 as reported by the 
U. S. Office of Education and NEA Research (NEA Research estimates are starred):

State-by-state figures on the sources of school revenue are given in Tables 8 and 9, columns 2-4 and 
6-8, for the years 1974-75 and 1975-76, respectively. These figures show an expected $120,564,000 
increase in federal revenues, an expected increase of $2,372,639,000 in state revenues, and an expected 
increase of $1,998,781,000 in local revenues, for a total increase of $4.5 billion in revenue receipts for the 


year. 
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The following figures show the amounts and percents of revenue receipts from federal, state, and local 
sources for the years 1965-66 through 1975-76 as reported by the U.S. Office of Education and NEA 
Research. Although new and expanded federal programs doubled the federal revenues in 1965-66, it is still 
a relatively minor source of funds. From 1965-66 to 1971-72, the percentage of state receipts has fluc- 
tuated within the narrow range of 38.3 and 40.0 percent, reaching a new high of 44.0 percent in 1975-76.

Nonrevenue Receipts 


Nonrevenue receipts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of property purchased 
from capital funds and insurance adjustments. The nonrevenue receipts for 1975-76 were estimated at 
$3,179,220,000, a loss of 7.0 percent over the revised estimate of $3,418,240,000 for 1974-75 and a loss of 
4.6 percent over 1965-66. This loss is attributable to the increasing number of defeats for school levies. 
Total nonrevenue receipts are shown in a combination of figures from the U.S. Office of Education and the 
NEA Research estimates, which are starred:

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EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures of the public schools, including current expense, capital outlay, and interest, 
increased from $62,093,861,000 in 1974-75 to an estimated $66,613,749,000 in 1975-76. The increase of 
$4.5 billion includes expected expenditures from federal appropriations, rising state appropriations, and 
increasing local tax revenues. Increased expenditures are estimated for all major categories of expenditure, 
i.e., current expenditures for elementary and secondary day schools, current expenditures for other pro- 
grams (community services, community colleges, adult education, etc., when operated by local school 


districts), capital outlay, and interest on school debt. Repayment of principal on bonded indebtedness is 


not included. 


Total Expenditures 
The total amount to be spent during 1975-76 for current expenses, capital outlay, and interest on 
school debt represents a 7.3 increase over comparable expenditures estimated for 1974-75 and a 153.8 


percent increase over 1965-66.

Current Expenditures 


Current expenditures of elementary and secondary day schools include amounts paid for general 
control, instructional service, operation, maintenance, fixed charges, and other school services at all levels 
of administration—state, intermediate, and basic local. Current expenditure comprises all governmental 
contributions to the retirement fund and expenditure for school services, including attendance, health 
services, transportation, the net cost of food services, and other. This figure does not include payments for 
capital outlay and interest on school debt or, except when otherwise noted, amounts spent for community 
colleges, adult education, summer school, community services, and services to nonpublic-school pupils. 

The estimated current expenditure increased from $53,154,286,000 in 1974-75 to $57,455,391,000 
in 1975-76. The following figures show the increases in current expenditure as reported by the U. S. Office 
of Education and NEA Research (NEA Research estimates are starred):

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Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADM 

Average daily membership (ADM) is recommended as a better measure than ADA for use in comput- 
ing per-pupil expenditure. It represents an average of the pupils belonging—those attending (ADA) plus 
those absent—and provides a measure of the actual number of pupils for whom the expenditures were 
made. Because some states have not adopted this method of pupil reporting, figures on expenditures per 
pupil in ADM are incomplete. 

Column 4 of Tables 11 and 12 gives the expenditure per pupil in ADM for 1974-75 (revised) and for 
1975-76 for each of the states and the District of Columbia reporting average daily membership. From this 
incomplete return, NEA Research has estimated that for the 50 states and the District of Columbia the 
expenditure per pupil in ADM is $1,193 for 1974-75 and $1,295 for 1975-76 or about 93 percent of the 
expenditure per pupil in ADA for each of these years.

Current Expenditures for Other Programs 


Current expenditures for programs other than elementary and secondary day school programs include 
expenditures for summer schools, community colleges, adult education, and for community services (public 
libraries, community centers, recreational programs, etc.) when operated by local school districts. 

Current expenditures for other programs amounted to $1,726,927,000 in 1974-75, and to 
$1,750,906,000 in 1975-76, an increase of 1.4 percent. This increase reflects the addition of community 
college programs in some states, increased funds for vocational and adult education, etc. 


Capital Outlay 


Capital outlay was estimated at $5,368,571,000 for 1974-75 and at $5,475,741,000 for 1975-76. The 
trend is given below by combining USOE figures and NEA Research estimates (starred):
